Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  he  Annual  Report  for  1971  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  1  /72. 

The  mid-1971  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
to  be  13,260,  a  reduction  of  240  compared  with  1970. 

1  he  number  of  live  births  was  202  giving  a  birth  rate  of  15.2  per 
tnousand  of  population.  This  birth  rate  can  be  compared  with  the  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  by  multiplying  the  local  birth 
rate  by  a  factor  known  as  the  comparability  factor  which  for  this 
district  in  1971  was  1.02.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  15.5  compared 
with  16.0  for  England  and  Wales.  Further  details  will  be  found  on 
page  4. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  110  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  9.9 
(comparability  factor  1.19)  compared  with  11.6  for  England  and  Wales. 
Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  excluding  hypertensive 
disease  accounted  for  50  or  45.5%  of  all  deaths  during  the  year,  while 
malignant  diseases  accounted  for  26  deaths  or  23.6%  of  the  total. 

The  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  notifiable  disease  was  only  20 
compared  with  125  in  19/0.  The  reduction  was  mainly  due  to  measles 
notifications  being  only  one  tenth  of  the  previous  year.  Details  of 
confirmed  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  can  be  found  on  pages  5,  6  and  7. 
It  is  worth  noting  that  there  were  three  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  all  males 
ages  48  years,  50  years  and  79  years  and  the  male  aged  50  years  died. 
Investigations  did  not  reveal  any  active  infection  amongst  close  contacts. 
With  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Posner,  Consultant  Chest  Physician  at 
the  North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Leek  Rural  District’s 
tuberculosis  register  was  reviewed.  A  number  had  left  the  district  while 
others  had  been  cured^so  that  the  figures  given  on  page  5  are  significantly 
less  than  those  for  1970.  The  most  effective  single  measure  for  reducing 
infectious  diseases  is  immunisation  or  vaccination  against  that  illness. 
Protection  for  children  against  diphtheria,  measles,  whoopjng  cough, 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  is  available  from  family  doctors  and  county 
clinics  fice  of  charge.  Vaccination  is  available  when  considered  necessary 
against  Tuberculosis,  and  vaccination  against  German  Measlc.s  is  available 
for  all  girls  at  13  years  of  age.  The  attitude  towards  smallpox  vaccination 
has  changed  and  it  is  no  longer  recommended  as  a  routine  procedure  in 
early  childhood.  Although  vaccination  remains  the  most  reliable  single 
measuie  ior  the  protection  of  individuals  liable  to  be  exposed  to  small¬ 
pox,  it  carries  a  very  small  but  definite  risk  of  serious  complications.  As 
a  result  of  the  smallpox  eradication  programme  by  the  World  Health 
Organisation  over  the  past  few  years,  there  is  now  much  less  risk  of  this 


disease  being  introduced  into  this  Country.  The  risk  of  infection  is  now 
considered  to  be  less  than  the  danger  of  serious  complications  from 
smallpox  vaccination. 

However,  it  is  recommended  that  all  travellers  to  and  from  areas 
of  the  world  where  smallpox  is  still  endemic  or  countries  where  eradica¬ 
tion  programmes  are  in  progress  should  be  protected  by  recent  vaccina¬ 
tion.  Vaccination  and  regular  re-vaccination  is  offered  to  Health  Service 
staff  who  come  in  contact  with  patients. 

Milk  sampling  in  the  Leek  Rural  District  is  carried  out  regularly 
by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  and  tested  for  Brucellosis  and 
Tuberculosis.  No  milk  was  found  to  be  infected  with  Tuberculosis  but 
9  samples  relating  to  one  farm  were  positive  for  Brucella  abortus  (3 
direct  cultures  and  6  biological  tests).  A  notice  was  served  on  the 
farmer  concerned  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations 
1959,  on  22nd  fanuary  1971  requiring  him  not  to  sell  milk  for  human 
consumption  until  first  heat-treated. 

Work  commenced  on  the  erection  of  four  maisonettes  on  the 
Tittesworth  Estate  and  at  Brown  Edge  the  old  peoples  bungalows  are 
anticipated  to  start  in  1972. 

The  district  is  supplied  with  mains  water  by  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Water  Board  and  particulars  relating  to  the  supply  may  be 
found  on  pages  10  and  11. 

The  main  refuse  tip  at  Stoctkon  Brook  was  closed  in  August  1971 
on  completion  of  the  site  and  following  an  agreement  with  the  Leek 
Urban  District  Council  to  use  facilities  at  Fowlchurch. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Health  Inspectors  and  other  members  of  the 
staff  for  their  efficiency  and  courtesy  to  the  public  we  serve.  1  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  members  for  their  support  and 
continued  interest  in  the  work  of  this  department.

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All  waters  reaving  the  treatment  plant  at  Hulme  End  and  in 
supply  were  100%  free  from  E.Coli.I  organisms  and,  therefore, 
of  high  bacterial  purity,  suitable  for  domestic  consumption. 
Chemical  treatment,  including  chlorination,  maintains  this  high 
standard.  The  water  is  moderately  soft,  of  high  organic  quality 
and  contains  only  a  slight  trace  of  iron  and  manganese.  No  lead 
has  been  found  in  the  water  supply  and  the  fluoride  content  is 
less  than  0.05  mg/1.
